if theſe two ſhall not be found Remedies ſufficient, I ſhall 


bereafter declare ſome other. I kaow the latter is practiſed 


a little by ſome, but ĩt is ſo little that ir is to little purpoſe, 
For what availeth it for a man to let the water in at ons 
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place, and to let it goe out at a thouſand, but every man re- 
teyning all the water that falleth gpon his owne ground, 
fall in ſhort time finde it very availeable, for if this kinde 
of husbandtie onely were but uſed helfe the time that it 
hath beene neglected, men ſhould finde their Lands to 
bee greatly Impreoved by the ſime, the which every one 
may caſily doc, and that to their owne great profit and ad- 
vantage and to the profit and advantage allo of their farte 
Remote neighbous. ee e 
For if every one doe but conſider how divers groutids 
hath beene much Improoved by watcring , and over flow- 
ing the ſame neere unto Riyers, that in former times have 
beene but little worth, then they cannot deny, but that they

by misfortune or negligence they get out of their bounds 
what difafters doe they cauſe. Even ſo the many drops that 


doe fall in a Countrey if they ſhould bee kept within 


" bonnds in the ſeveral] Cloſes and Lordſhips wherein 

fall, they would be ſerviceable, and adv ious, whic 
other wayes deſtroy whole Feilds of Corne,breake downe 
Bridges, drowne Cattle, and ſometime overturne houſes, 
and worke mach other miſeheifes alſo, ſorwe may all very 
well know, it is never well with Zeglavd when the Corne 
in the golden valesofExgiesd is deſtroyed through floods: 
now as the Husbandman may eafily reteyne all the water 
that falleth upon his ow ne ground for his owne profit, and 
advantage, in his ſeverall encloſures, ſo may he as enſily o- 
pen vent for his water aps Pur if there be cauſe and 
let it out from one Cloſe, wherein there is no need, or 
where it may be harmeful, and bring it into another where- 
in it may doe good, and where there may bee great need 
thereof: now if there be any that cannot concey ue how or 
which way e e of husbendry may be effected with 
great facility and caſe : lor chem but repaire unto the Au- 
thor,or unto his Aſſignes; and they will after taking view 
of their land ſhow how eaſily irmiykie done.

ſoyle. Alſoalchough' — ond trauaylingis good to 
improove ground, yet continuall trampling, and travailing 
is hurtfull to ground, becauſe it hindereth the growth of 
thegraſſe, and yet in Heathes, and Commons, whers are 
pathes,and tracts that are but ſeldome trampled, is no heath, 
yet is there graſſe, and more would there bee if they were 
not overlayd with ſheepe, and Cattle, and trimpled more 
in dry weather, then in wet that keepes it under, and hin- 
ders the growth thereof. ß. 

Againe, to manure ground that is _— when it is wet, 
with the Manuring barrow trimmed alſo with dung, or o- 
ther Fat earth, or ſoylc,will increaſe other manner of ſoyle 
and Dirt, then bare trampling or 2 ,andalſo ite 
will improove it more. It there be any that thinke drow- 
ning and overflowing of ground will net ĩmprooue it, be-. 
eauſc in ſome places they are faine to cut Furrowes and 
trenches to draine the ſame, letthem inquire of thoſe who 
bave uſed the overflowing of ground that lyeth by Rivers, 
and have improoved the ſame, and uſe it yearly. Iudeed ar- 

rable ground when it is ſowen ſhould haue Furrowes, and 
trenches to draine the ſame, becauſe too much moyſture is 
hurtfull to moſt kinde of graine; and therefore they ſhould 
make their Furtowes ſo, as that the Raine that falleth u 
their Cornefields , may have vent and Current into their 
paſture ground and lay Feilds, and then they raay there en- 
viron it ſo with a banke, as that it aay not any wayes 
breake forth of the ſame. Thus therefore, if it be ane, two, 
three, foure, or fine Acres., or more that you would im- 
prooue, thus you may order and prepare it, and improove 
it, and unto any who willeth or deſireth to learne more, I 


will yet ſhew him divers more excellent wayes.

Arguments ſhewing whither 0 of Husbanary bee 
peſſible and profitable or no. 

JEcauſc a man cennot ſpeake of any new 

wayes or points in Husbandry, but divers 

well experienced men, doe preſètly judge 

the ſame to be Impoffible, or elſe unpro- 


2 — two Queſtions: that ſo every one that 
will, may conceive how poſſible and profitable they may 
bee: Firſt, to ſnew the poſſibility thereof let any one place 


a leaking veflell in the raine , where no ſpoutes may runne 
into 


ſitable. I will beerc breifly diſcuſſe theſe 


— — 


into the ſame, and ſce if it will everbe filled wich che raine 

that ſhall deſcend therein; For all ſorts of ground will nor 
hold water, and miy bee compared to leeking veſſels, ex- 
cept onely the gravelly , and the Clay ground; ſo that if 
men doe but banke their ground alittle to keepe the water 
that falleth thereon upon the ſame, It will not long abide, 
if it mould deſc ẽd never lo faſt vnleſſe it be in grivelly and 
Clay grounds. And here I know many will uy y cun- 
not practiſe this point of husbandty without damalfy ing 
themſelves, becauſe of neceſſity where there is no dry thir. 
ty Land neere, and abundance of Clay or — ground 
altogether in one place, they muſt needes drowne ſome of 
their owne ground if they ſhould ſtop the vent and Cur- 
rent of the water, and reteyne all that falleth thereon upon 
the ſame, unto which I anſwere, although men in ſome pla. 
ces ſnould drowne 3 or foure Acres in an hundred Acres, 
yet they cannot be damnified thereby, becauſe thoſe who 
know what a pond of an Acre, or more is worth, cannot 
be ignorant that 3, or 4, Acres of Land thus drowned in 
ſome places, may yccld more commodity then ten Acres 
of dry Land that is worth 30. ſnillings the Acre. 

Againe for the generall, better is it to Kave ſome hun- 
dreds of Acres drowned, and made Fiſk · pooles, then to 
= many thouſands of Acres lye barraine ,, and unfruit- 
ull. | 

And that ſuch places will be as ftorchowſes for water a- 
gꝛinſt the ſummer times and dry ſeaſons,no man can de- 
ny, for whereas Ihave ſpoke of watering of ground in dry 
ſeaſons where water is to be had, and ſome have asked how 
they ſhould provide water, here is one way, whereby they 
may provide water in hilly Countrycs, and high grounds 
farre off from Rivers; And although it may be impoſſible 
for any one man to reteyne the water within his owne

dy, although Iam not ignorant of the ſame, and that di- 
vers husbandmen and ochers, doe know divers more excel 
lent poynts then hath been diſcovered, I will beleeve. For 
I my ſelfe know many more excellent poynts then I have 
yet diſcovcred,aadyet I know and beleeve that divers that 
ſhalſuceeed unto this geheration hill kuo w, & underſtand, 
and diſcover more, then ſhalbe vnderſtoad, and diſcovered 
by any one ia this generation. New to avoid further Con- 
troverũies; If there be any that ſhall thinke, or object, that 
any one point hereia diſcovered, it vnpoſſible, unprofi- 
table, ot not worth the praQizing,ler them but help the 
Author vnto any barraine Land and they ſhull ſoone ſee 
the Contrary prooved,for their ſatis faction. 

Aad whercss fome I know will be apt to object, That 
the water lying upon the ground in the winter ſeaſon, will 
breed Ruſhzs,and Sedges; I anſwer,the Manuring barrow 
(if it herrimmed and uſed as it may bee) will keepe the 
ground from bearing of Ruſhes and Sedges; and alſo it 
will kill both Ruſhes and Sedges in any ground that is aa- 
turally inclined thereunto.
